pursuant to subsection A of this section.  If a member of ASRS and the 25 
member's spouse are both either retired or disabled under ASRS and apply for 26 
family coverage, the member who elects family coverage is entitled to receive 27 
the payments under this section as if they were both applying under a single 28 
coverage premium unless the payment under this section for family coverage is 29 
greater.

participate in a health and accident insurance program provided or 44

6.  Those with less than five years of credited service do not qualify 9 

for the benefit. 10 
D.  The board shall not pay more than the amount prescribed in this 11 

section for a member of ASRS. 12 
E.  In addition to the payments provided by subsection A of this 13

1.  The optional premium benefit payment shall be an amount prescribed 3 
by subsection A, B, C, E, F, O or P of this section that is actuarially 4 
reduced to the retiring member for life.  The amount of the optional premium 5 
benefit payment shall be the actuarial equivalent of the premium benefit 6 
payment to which the retired member would otherwise be entitled.  The 7 
election in a manner prescribed by the board shall name the contingent 8 
annuitant and may be revoked at any time before the retiring member’s 9 
effective date of retirement.  At any time after benefits have commenced, the 10

the contingent annuitant is eligible for family health and accident insurance 37 
coverage, the contingent annuitant is entitled to receive a premium benefit 38 
payment based on an amount prescribed in subsection B, C, F or P of this 39 
section times the reduction factor applied to the retired member’s premium 40 
benefit payment times the joint and survivor option reduction factor elected 41 
by the retired member at the time of retirement pursuant to section 38-760, 42 
subsection B, paragraph 1.

(b)  The retired member was receiving a reduced premium benefit payment 44 
based on an amount prescribed in subsection A, C, E or O of this section and 45 
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the contingent annuitant is eligible for single health and accident insurance 1 
coverage, the contingent annuitant is entitled to receive a premium benefit 2 
payment based on an amount prescribed in subsection A, C, E or O of this 3 
section times the reduction factor applied to the retired member's premium 4 
benefit payment times the joint and survivor option reduction factor elected 5 
by the retired member at the time of retirement pursuant to section 38-760, 6 
subsection B, paragraph 1. 7 

(c)  The retired member was receiving a reduced premium benefit payment 8 
based on an amount prescribed in subsection B, C, F or P of this section and 9 
the contingent annuitant is not eligible for family health and accident 10 
insurance coverage, the contingent annuitant is entitled to receive a premium 11 
benefit payment based on an amount prescribed in subsection A, C, E or O of 12 
this section times the reduction factor applied to the retired member’s 13 
premium benefit payment times the joint and survivor option reduction factor 14 
elected by the retired member at the time of retirement pursuant to section 15 
38-760, subsection B, paragraph 1. 16 

L.  A member who elects to receive a retirement benefit pursuant to 17 
section 38-760, subsection B, paragraph 2 may elect at the time of retirement 18 
an optional form of health and accident insurance premium benefit payment 19

1.  The optional premium benefit payment shall be an amount prescribed 21
